PARLIAMENT BDILDINOS OOHTRAOT. 

Hon. Mn. Davik moved: "That the 
eocoiul report of the aeteoti oommittee ap 
pointed to inquire into mattera relating to 
the parliament baildiDgs oontraota be re- 
ferred baok to the oommittee, to take ovi- 
denoo and for farther consideration and re- 
port." The mover said he proposed to show 
that the aooasations Bgainst the government 
or the arohiteot contained in or to be in- 
ferred from the report are not well foanded, 
but that the report ai said before la based 
upon an entire mistake. 

Mil Williams, rising to a point of order, 
held that the Attorney General hsd no right 
to dIaoUBB that report until the evidence pro- 
BODted with it is printed. He submitted that 
the word of that hon. gentleman is not bet- 
tor than the sworn testimony taken before 
the committee. 

Mii. Helhckkk would like to know why 
the Attorufy Generol proposed to dlocuaa 
this matter before laying lha printed ovi- 
donco before the house. While perfootly 
true that he modified the statements after- 
wards, the Attorney General certainly 
spoke about perjury and forgery havirg 
taken place, and would be impossible to 
follow hia argument, or to determine 
whether euoh charges were justifiable, in the 
absenoo of the ovidenoe. 

Major Mdttkr as a member of tlie honso 
wished to hear what the Attorney-General 
bad to state, and he objsoted to be kept be- 
hind the (oenea for any oommlfetae. He did 
not think the whole house ahould be kept 
waiting while the evidence was being print- 
ed, 

Mr. Cotton reviewed the oiroamBtancos 
" for the information of the bon. member." 

Thb Speakeb raled that the Attorney- 
General waa quite in order, in moving to re 
fer baok the report, in showing why ho 
wished that aotioo taken. 

Hon. Mr. Davie then rose to continue his 
interrupted remarks, and first of all a(;Ain 
pointed out that the person who first object, 
ed to printincr the ovidenoe was the senior 
member for VincouTor. As to the remarks 
of the hon. third member for Victoria, ho wub 
quite euro lio had not used the word porjury, 
for ho was not aware whether 
the ovidcnco was given under oath, 
but as to the forgery, ho thought before he 
sat down ho wnuid show the uso of that 
word to have been justifiable. He would 
aak the houio to glance at the report from 
the committee. It says, in effect, that the 
govcrnmen"; have saoritic-d the security 
which should have been taken ; tha^ in or- 
der to obtain ii cheapening of the work they 
have made changes dleaotroua not only to the 
stability of the structure but injurious to the 
country, to the contractors and workmen 
and all ooncornod ; that they have commit- 
ted themselves to extras to tho contractors 
to an untold and uncertain amount, not 
only by changing the stone from one cost- 
ing 50 cents to one costing 58 cents, bat in 
various other p»rticuiars, "ordering extras 
without, iu niitny cases, fixing prices, and 
in other ways allowing the contraotor very 
inadequate prioes." It is true that in re- 
gard to this orderint; eztraa without fixing 
prices the report aaya thia is disputed by 
Mr, Battenbnry. But the general tendency 
is to abow that the government, by supine- 
neaa and atupidity, have involve^tbe af- 
fairs in confnaion and disaster, and that 
they are or may be utterly in the power of 
the contraotor for the maaon work. This 
would be a deiightfnl oonsammation no 
donbt foi: the contraotor, but it ia to be re- 
gretted that the committee did not go fur- 
ther into this matter, for by a little further 
research they might have found out exactly 
how mattera stood and so have reported 
definitely to the house, instead of leaving 
mattera inaatateof suspense anduncertainty. 
Not to take too long, he wonld omit much 
of the detail which he had at first intended 
to lay before the house, and state tho facts 
as briefly as possible. 

For a clear understanding of this matter 
it would bo necessary for him to allude : 

1. To tho arrangement of the contracts, 
showing the methods adopted to obtain 
tenders within reach of provincial cantroct- 
ora and the eatiafaotory roaalts. 

2. To tho contracta aa accepted, ahowing 
tho diflforouce by way of reduction between 
tho original tenders and tho contracts, and 
why thiedeoroase is neither aroduotion in tho 
contractors' price nor an omiaaion of work 

■ necessary fur the building. 

3 To tho BQCurity hold by tho government 
for tho completion of the works within oon- 
tract price and particularly the security 
now held by government upon the maaon'a 
contriiof, tof^ether with tho reason for tho 
oniiBaion of bondainen upon tho maEon'a 
contract. 

•t. To the selection of atone, and why 
there does not exist, nor can there be, any 
claim for extras by the contractor upon this 
head. 

5. To other alleged extras, ahowiog that 
none exist, and that the ao-oalled extras, so 
far, have nob been an addition to the price 
of the buildings, but merely changes of an 
noimportant character connter-balaDCod by 
deduotiona. 

He oonld not help thinking that the ob- 
joot of thia investigation and the effort 
of one party, at lonet, was to make 
an attack Ufon tho iirohitoct which, 
if BuccesHful, would liuvo Involved hia dis- 
mlaaal^ and put an end to tlie forni of 
nocurity thus held by removing tho check 
upon the coutructora, Tho i.rchitect had no 
opportunity of liein^' henril after himself 
hearing the Blatenienta made to hia pre- 
juiiice, for when be a[ipeari:(l hefure tho ocin- 
initteu lie wuh told that he waa too lutn na 
the report had to be inimefU-itoly hanriefl in 
Aa tho matter of principal comtorn hero, he 
wonldlirattoke upthe(|u-Brir)n r f Mr. AtLwiia' 
contract, awarded at $;!S0 0110 ; and allow 
wliy and how his tender waa reduced from 
$454,000 to $380,000. Ho read thia state- 
ment cf the several contracts :

The difldrenop between the accepted ten- 
ders and tho orieinal tondora ia not either a 
reduction in tho contractor'a price or 
through omlsaion of work noccsHarj' to com- 
plete thu building. Cortain itenia wore in- 
serted ill the qunntitioa for diiroront aiiieuota 
of work that prices might bo obtained for 
tliia work in oaao it ahould bo deaired 
to aubntitute any part of it in prefer- 
ence to t ho kind included in tho apecilicn- 
tloiia. That ia, in abort, eoiiio \vork waa in- 
eluded twioo over. On reouipL of the 
tendora it was decided which claBa of 
work to adopt, and then tho amounts for 
the other variety which wore not required 
were struck out, so reducing Mr. Adama' 
tender to S-108,000. With roapect to the 
further reduction of §23,000 under tho 
inaaon's contract, that was thus made up : 
An abasoluto doduotion of $10,000 ; a de- 
duction through the omission of bonds of 
$16,000 ; and a deduction for an 



extra allowance of time, $3,000. 
He explained this point thoroughly in order 
to remove any idea that tho contractors wore 
cut down iu price, or that necessary work 
was omitted from tho contracts, in order to 
bring tho prioa of tho contracts, within the 
eatimated cost. Tho 510,000 absolute re 
duotion from Mr. Adams' contract price of 
$390,000, making it then $330,000, was the 
only absolute reduction made — and Mr. 
Adams willingly reduced bis tender by thia 
amount, oonaidering that he had an 
ample price for hia work, no preasure of any 
kind being brought to bear on him for that 
purpose. Aa to the $15,000 Adams had 
stated himeelf that be wonld have to pay 
this sum, for bonds. 

In reapeot to all these trades except the 
maaon'a work the government) held aa ae- 
ourity : let, a marked obeok for 2 per cent, 
of the amount of the contracts ; 2ad, bdndi. 
men to the amount cf 20 per cent, on those 
amounts ; 3rd, 25 per cent, of the value of 
all work executed is retained as security until 
completion ; 4bb, euoh plant and ma- 
terial »a waa on tho ground. 
In respect to tho mason's work, bearing in 
mind tho largo size of this contraot, it was 
arranged to accept as security : 1st, a 
marked cheque for 2 per cent., or S7 COO ; 
"nd, to retain 25 per cent, of the value of 
all work executed ; 3rd, the plant and 
material on the ground. This security 
seemed ample, for aBSumlDg half tho con- 
tract; executed, when any trouble aroao, tho 
government would hold aa security for tho 
completion of the remainder : lat, a cheque 
for 2 tier cent., or §7 (iOO ; 2Qd, 2o per cent, 
on $180,000, or $-15,000 ; 3rd. the plant, say 
$5,000 ; or a total of ?57,C0O It was 
therefore not thought necessary to exact 
extra security in the shape of bondamon, 
espeoially considering that these bondamon 
would cost the contraotor $15,000, and aa 
lie would reduoo his tender by ttiat amount, 
conseciuontly by omitting the bondenien the 
province would save tlio $15,000. Various 
causes, however, combined to reduce tho 
security held by tho government in respect 
to tho complotion of the mason's contract, 
but the government are still fairly secured, 
holding the cheque for 2 per cent, or $7,tiOO, 
plant valued at $4,500, and having saved so 
far In respect to bondsmen $5,286, thus 
showing an aotuul aecnrity of about $17 400, 
instead of the trifie of $26 33 aet out in tho 
committeo'Breport,whlahalsotBmiaieadiDgby 
stating that : " The plant of the contractor, 
Adama, has been mortgaged to the B«nk of 
B. C. for its full amount to secure his in- 
debtedneas to tho said bank," wUilo it should 
have been added that such mortgage must 
bo subjjot to tho government lien, inasmuch 
as tho plant as aoon as it is brought upon 
the ground becomes tho property of the gov- 
ernment until tho completion of the works 
according to the contract. In further addi- 
tion to tho above there are upon tho works a 
eet of vault doora valued at $2,100 in re- 
spect of which tho architect refuaed to make 
any allowance to tho contractor, beoaufio ho 
refuaed to bouBo them properly and until i. 
fow daye ago loft them exposed where they 
v/ero liable to damage from and had 
been damaged by rust. There 'a 
also separate oeourity held in respect of thi 
boating conlrac, which amounts toS20,00ti, 
but was includtd in the total of $;!80,00u. 
Altogether, therefore, the government holds 
lecurity to tho cxtentjof more than $20,000 — 
which he considered quite a satisfactory 
amount, taking everything into considera- 
tion. 

The change of atone from Koksilah to 
Haddington Island bo would next take up, 
With respect to this the report says : 

" It is impossible for your committee to 
arrive at any conoiueions as to the amount 
already allowed for extras, or what is likely 
to bo r«quirod therefor. The evidence of tl'o 
architect and contractor Adams la very con- 
flicting. The latter claims large sums for 
extra work (see page 12of the evidence), and 
for changn in stone ; that ia, for the refeotion 
of the Koksilah stone and the anlMtitntion 
of the Haddington stone (see pages 24 and 
35 of the evidenoe). The aromteot olalms 
the dednctions in work and materials will 
ofFiet the extras, and that substitution of 
■tone will not entail any additional or any 
extra cost to the contractor, and thus the 
two parties are widely at variance." 

Upon thia matter (Mr. Davie said) bingea 
the suggestion of moat of Mr. Adama' 
olsims. The fact Is, however, that the 
change was brought about by Mr. Adams 
himself, as ho would show. The architect, 
Mr. ii>ttenbury, selected Haddington Is- 
land stone to be used for the greater portion 
of the building, and Koksilah stone for tho 
back elevatioua. But Mr. Adams refused 
to accept any reaponaibllity for tho work if 
tho government used the Kokailah stone, in 
ovidonco of which thoro is hia own hand- 
writing, aa follows: 

VicTOKiA, Feb. 22 ISO-l. 
F. M. RalUnhury, E-q., Vu-toriu. 110. 

1)i-;au 8iK. — I beg to call your attention 
to the Koksilah stone which hau li-jcn de- 
livered upon the ground. It will not in any 
way comply with the following clause in tho 
spt cilication. 

" The atone to be used niuat bo free from 
all veuta, ahakea, fuco bruiaee, mineral and 
vegetable atains, and all and every defect 
calculated to deteriorate the appearance of 
thp building or injure its stability." 

It appears to mo therefore that it hecoines 
necessary to notify you that I cinnct aaaumo 
any responsibility under this clause. 

(8gd ) Frederick Adams. 

Mii Williams — o omitted tn state 
anything about that matter because it ia at 
pro^ent in litigation. 

Mk Hki.mcivKN — May I aak tho Attorney 
(icineral wliolher or not there ia a petition 
of right a^aiiiHt thu government by the 
K iksilah i|\iarry c'jmp;iny in reapect to thia 
very change. 

Hon, .Mi: 1)avii-; replied that a petition 
of rif;lii. ban b^'cn allowcil, bu' whether or 
not tho peti'ion r i« 'ntitled to suc;go(), the 
chanjjo waa cortai. j ijrou^^tit about by Mr. 
Adama himaelf, and to have staled an would 
cot in any way prejudice the auit. Ho aaid 
nothing ajtainat tho atone— tho KokBilah 
artit;lu mii;ht have been bet. or or worae 
— but he did aay that the contractor astiid 
for the change, and got it upon the dis- 
tinct a ipulation that there was to be no 
oxtra expense thereby, and this was the 
answer sent to him : —

SIXOINO IN THS SOaOOLS. 

We are glad to see that the depatation 
from the Ministerial ABBOoiation who wait- 
ed on the School Trusteoa at thoir Inat meet- 
ing to nrge upon them the advieability of 
havirg vocal miisio taDgbti in the publio 
■ohoola, were so well received. Children 
■honld be taught to sing, aad no where can 
the elements of maaio be so well and ao con- 
veniently taught as In the Boboola. Wo be- 
lieve thit it ia j^enerally admitted that your 
maaioian should be oaui;ht young, for if he 
is not allowed to oontraot bad habits in 
ohildiiood there will be little to nnlearn in 
later yeara. Some ohildren sing aa natnral- 
ly as the birds do but not qaite so delight- 
fully. And they will sing. It ig 
therefore best in every way that 
scientific training shuU bagia early. Be- 
sides, singing gives a very pleasant variety 
to aobool work. When the children get 
tired of atndy and their attention begins to 
fiig a lively song stimulates and rtfresbea 
them, and they go to woric again with 
greater energy. 

Wo cannot say that we subacriba to all 
that Bome entbualsats aay about the elevat- 
ing and humanising tendency of muaic, but 
there oan be no doabt that singing is a de- 
llgbtfal aooomplishment which every parent 
would like bis or her children to u( quire 
We think the only obBtaole epoken of ikt the 
meeting cin bo easily anrmountcd. We do 
not Bee that a teaober of niusic should bo re- 
quired to have a certificato of tohoIaBtio ao 
quirement. If bis competency to teaoh 
music la ascertained In some proper way 
proviaiun could bo made for his salary as a 
teucli r of mu^lo. Thia migfat make an 
altoriuion In 'hoBuhodl luw u'sooHBury and 
that would ri quiro tiiiio. liiir, in llii! luu in- 
tiine, aotno proviniouiil urrungoiirjiit could 
be made. 

A BOUMDAHY QUESTION, 

The Seattle Prcaa Timea in an article on 
the Alaeka boundary niotitiona that- t' .ua- 
diana want the boumlary bi'tweou liritiBh 
Columbia and Aiaeka settled, iu order that 
they may obtain an easy entranoe into the 
Yukon country from the west. It eaya : 

The fact is that there will be in odo or 
more of the Inlota (n .Snutheaatorn Alaska 
towns of conaiderablo importance when tlie 
dovolopnioiit of the intorior haa prooooded 
a little furthur, and the rual qufbtion in- 
volved In the boundary matter is whether 
such towns sha 1 bo on American or Uritiah 
territory. If tho line is run where it ia 
laid duwn on nearly all iho^niaps, these 
towns will bo on American territory If 
the Canadian claim ia hold to bo ^ood tliny 
will bo on Briiiah territory. That ia tho 
case in a nutshell, aud the matter is of Bulli 
oiunt importance to warrant a great dual 
more interost than appears to be [taken 
in it by those whoae duty it ia to look i fier 
such matters. ..... . The Cin- 

adlans dispute tho Btarting point of tho 
bound jry on tho mainland. Tho Amerioan 
claim is tha'. what is mark' d on the ni^pa aa 
Portland Ctnal ia the Portland Canal re- 
ferred to in the treaty. The Canadian 
claim is that what is marked on the maps aa 
Behm Canal is the inlet referred to Behm 
li abonti sixty miles farther north than 
Portland Canal. 

Oar Seattle contemporary in a little mis- 
taken as to why Giknadiann want tho Alahka 
boundary (lucstion Buttled. Tiiey nimjily 
want it HCttlcd bcciuao whou a hutllcinent is 
made Ihci'o will bo certainty where there ia 
now uncertainty, and an end will be put to 



all disputes. They want tho line to be fixed 
aocording to t^ie terms of the treaty, whether 
that line is sixty miles farther north than 
tho present nominal line or alzty miles 
farther south. They would of ooune like 
to be able to have a western port that will 
give them easy aooeea to the valuable region 
immediately east of Alas! ;a, but they do not 
want such a port if they have no right to it. 
They want tho lint defined, uo matter what 
it takes in or what it leaves out. 

It is to be hoped that the Governments of 
tho United States and Great Britain will 
Buon see tho importanoe of leaving no place 
for a dispute respeoting the boundary be- 
tween British Columbia and Alaska. The 
settlement is already a matter of very con- 
aiderable importance to this Province, and 
a 9 time advanoiis and as the northern and 
northeastern part of the Province become 
bettor developed it will be of still greater 
importance. 

A BIOS ESTIMATE. 

It is often eaid that high dignitaries of the 
Roman Catholic Church are not at all par- 
tial to the Press. It is declared that they 
not only do not value it highly or look upon 

it as useful, but that they regard it, in its 
present condition in many free countries, aa 
dangerous to the best intorosts of aouieiy. 
Mgr. Satolli not long since, in a speech 
wbioh he made before the Gridiron Club of 
Washington, did much to show that the 
Catholic clergy hold the Press of the United 
States, and indeed of all civilized countries, 
in high estimation. Speaking no doubt for 
his order, ho aaid ; 

Sooioty is an organiz id b'jdy. The mem- 
biTH governing aa by tho (•overnod, the 
niilitury, ita nerves and muecloa, its blood 
tho wealth whioli haa its siatulo aud aatolu 
through tho industry of tho paopio ; moral- 
ity and religion are its heart ; tliu preta may 
well lin tiTMU'd ItR lunga, ainoo it aorvea an 
tho orfjan of public roapiratiou. Or, again, 
I do not hesitate to aay that in the body 
politic, the publio prsaa has that oliico 
which in iho individual ia performed by 
conscience, and to dttinc it aa the or^jan of 
ancial consoienoe. In fant, what oru the 
funotiona of confcioncu? To testify, to 
withiiold and iuntijjate, to aocuao, to repro- 
h"ud and to cauao remorse. All things fol- 
low the application ot what wo know to 
what wo do, and this application ia three- 
fold : First, when wo rooognizo that 
wo have or have not done something, and 
in thia way conpcieuco ia said to testify ; 
next, whun wo judge that we ought or ought 
□ot to do aometbing, and ao coneolecce insti- 
gates or withholds, and, fioully, when we 
judge that what we have done was well or 
badly done, and then conHcionce accusea, 
approves or reprehends. Aud is lb not in- 
d«ed the public press which makes known 
tho deeds of Bociaty from day to day ! 

This ia admirable. Tho most Iviberal of 
living statesmen or the ablest of living 
oditora oonld not have more correctly do 
Qoed the function of the Press, or placed a 
higher estimate ou ita uaefulnces, lb ia a 
magnificent contradiotion of what tho 
maligners of the Catholio clergy have been 
aaying about the hostility to the Press. 

CIVIG ADMINISTRATION. 

Dr. Albert Shaw baa written a bock on 
municipal government in Great Britain 
principally it appears for the edification of 
hia Amerioan fellow countrymen. He finds 
tho British system of olty government etH 
oient and pure. According to him It la 
vastly Buporior to the system that obtains 
in the United States, and it eooina to ai that 
Canadians might study it with advantage. 
The following outline of the Brltiah system 
aa deaoribed by Dr. Shaw we take from the 
Montreal Gazette, which recommends it to 
ita Canadian readers : 

Tho Eogllah ayatem of municipal govern 
ment is uubstantially tho aaino aa that in 
force in Canada, with one or two notable 
modificalionB, A city oounoll iu I'jntiland ia 
Independent of everybody oioept the Im 
pcrlal Parliament, wliich exeroisun ita au 
thority, in tho main, through tho ofri:iala of 
the Local Government board. Thia im 
portant department of tho Imperial Cioveru- 
ment overaeea all local authorities and pulla 
them up If they go beyond thuir legal 
powers. All large towns and cltiea in Eng' 
land (except London) are on absolutely the 
aanie levol with regard to municipal rights, 
Tho proviainns of the Municipal Corpora- 
I iona act govern all alike, and there is no 
waste of time, money and energy on 
charter tinkering. If a city wants to go 
into a Kreat acheme, it must obtain 
powers by special bill from Parliament 
This is a source of considerable expense 
where there are oonfl cting Intoreets, and 
entails great labor on the parliamentary 
committees, but it has the advantages of 
preventing undertakings which are not in 
the general interest, or which have not a 
fiiiiHul tinanoial basis. For works (t leaa 
iii»gni' \i ie a olty may obtain powers by pro 
visional order from tho Local (iov( ruincnt 
board, which aenda down inappotora to ex- 
amine the plane and take cvidcnco for and 
agaiusu iliu undertaking. The regular gov- 
cruiiioal of thu ciiy ia entirely in tho hands 
( f tliO council, conj[joat;d of mayor, alder 
men and ouunoillors. Tho couiiolllora an 
olootod by popular vote in wards ; 
iho aldermen, who aro a third of tho 
councillorH in number, aro olootod by Ih" 
cuunml iiBolf. Tiiis provijion waa Inaortod 
in thu Municipal C'ir|)orationH act by iho 
Hoube of Lurda with llio view of makint; 
tho riicaauro loaa domocra'oic; but it haa 
achieved valuable roaulta buaidea. The 
aidormon have, for tho moat part, en- 
tered tho council by popular vote, ond 
are promoted to tho higher dignity for 
long Borvico. Their aeourity of leuuro (thoy 
hold ollioo for six yonra and aro gouoriliy 
ro-olooted) makes them leaa aubaervieot to 
tho populaoo, and gives to munioipal gov- 
ernment a ateadinees and continuity which 
are exoeediogly desirable and are, 
indeed, among the most admirable 
features of the Eoglish system. 
For a man to be in the olty council for 
twenty years is no unoommon thing in Eng 
land, and the best business ability of the 
city is at the bidding of the electors. Cor- 
ruption, and the talk of it, are alike na- 
known. No one would think of accuaing 
an E'iglish alderman of takiue a bribe, for 
the charge would uecessarily moan a long 
term of imprlBonmont for tho alderman or 
his aoouacr, fCleotiona aro often foughti on 
pnlilioal lines, uud the oounoll dividad into 
a government and oppoaition, oaoh with ita 
own caucus. Uub each parly koowa that 
ila biiccoao at thu polla deponda upon put- 
ting ita ilroiigrst men before tho olectora, 
and while renpcotablu modiocrity often linda 
a placo, uprightnuBS ami a knowledge of 
buainuaa aro alwaye hold cagontial, 

The work of the Council is done by oom> 



mittoes, pretty much .as it ia done here, 
except that the permanent oflioiala, City 
Clerk, Tresaurer, Chief Constable, etc., take 
a more prominent part In ib thnn they do 
here and possess much greater iofldenoe. 
The Mayor la elected, not by the people, bnb 
by the Council. Ho la Hx-officio a member 
of all the oommltteoB, and he Is expected to 
devote the whole of bis lime to the olty's 
work. It is not naoummon for a man to bo 
A member of the C >rpoiatioii aa Councillor, 
Alderman and Mayor for twenty years or so. 
Mr, Shaw aaya of the British civic admlnia- 
tratora : " .'\ general familiarity with their 
attempts and achievements might save our 
Amerioan olties from some niiitakos, and 
might stimulate them to adopt broader and 
more generous municipal programmes."

Brunson waa captain of a 
troop of cavalry, and one of his csmrades 
reoolved to inquire of tho Emperor of Gor 
many for nowa of tho niiaaing man Ho 
therefore sent tho following diapaich :

On the seeond day after tho diapatch wua 
senb Lieutenant Waller received the follow- 
ing reply : 

Berlin. Feb. 5, 189;'i.

J, .\I. BiunBon, twenty-three years old. Ida 
Hrunson. eighteen years old, both of Sau Frnn- 
clsco, sailed on tho steamer Ulbu; bo'h wero 
loat. FoRKlON OwiOB. 

There was not much red tape about 
this very interesting incident. A telegram 
sent by a pri/ato person to the Emperor of 
Germany about a matter of no public con- 
cern whotovor must have reooivod His 
Majesty's immediate attention Tho proper 
steps were taken to get the ioformation re 
quired and a reply was sent with the great 
est possible dispatch. Tho act waa a kindly 
one and is calculated to cauao thouaanda to 
form a better estimate of the Kaiser's char- 
acter than they had prevloualy entertained.

thegoveinmenttalce alien on theqnarryi^aelf, 
which wonld relieve Mr. Adama from all 
reaponiibiUty in oaae the company failed to 
deliver the atone, Thia was done, the lien 
being taken and the government thoroughly 
Beoured, Mr, Adams then being notified as 
follows : — 

Victoria, 15. C, Jan. .11 at, 1S94. 

Oonlracl orders to Mr. Fred. Adam-i : — 
Kindly proceed without delay in ordering 
the stone from tho quarries of the Hadding- 
ton Island Stone Co. Bonds have been 
furnished satisfaotory to the Chiif Commia- 
sioner of Linda and Works, and the gov- 
ernment are prepared to relieve yoa from 
any extra cost in the price of the atone, which 
may be incnrred by reason ( f the failure of 
the quarry company to f alfil their agree- 
ment in thia reapeot.

"5. The contractor b'erofay releaiea the 
minister from all liability and rieaponaibility 
for damagea or otberwiae in raapeob of bia 
undertaking on bebalf of the parties of the 
third part for the supply of atone by said 
parties to the contractor anterior to the 
date of thia egreenent. 

"Inwitneaa whereof the parties hereto 
have hereunto aet their handa and seals the 
day and year first above written. 

(Signed by Frederick Adana, Samnel 
Qre-y, A. \V. Huson, Henry Rudge, and F. 
G. Vernon, C. C. L. and Works. 

From tho above ib will be iisn that what- 
ever liability the government had assumed 
they were entirely relieved of by the agree- 
ment of tho 12ih of June, which merged all 
the mattera up to that date. 

M& Hblmokkk— Was the ^,509.90 paid 
by Adama in the first plaoe 1 

Hon. Mk Davik said the gorornmenb ad- 
Tanood it to Adams, and Adama paid it over 
to tho men. Ho would now call attention 
to the entirely di^lerent manner In which 
this transaction was made to appear to the 
committee, and reported by them to the 
house. By a confusion of dates, or without 
reference to tho dates at all, this reason was 
given by Mr. Adams in his ovidenoe before 
ihe committee : 

y (by Mr. Williama) — Now when tho 
Haddington company failed to deliver atono. 
did you inform the government of thatlact '/ 
A. Yes. 

Q. And what inatructions did yba got 
from tbem ? 

A . I simply agreed to bring the atono 
down myself. 

Q. With whom! A. Mr. Qoreor aome- 



There was at thia time so question what- 
ever of the capability of the Haddington com- 
pany to supply the atone ; they were only 
too anxious to deliver, tbongh aaablo to 
give the bonda. Matters went on ander 
thia arrangomenb until the 12tb of Jnne, 
1894, when the quarry company failed, and 
tha govornmeni then availed thomselrea of 
their lien and took poBSOSslon of the quarry: 
Mr. Adams, bolci^ poif c'ly satlstlsd, agreed 
io himaelf quarry the stone, and, moroovsr, 
to pay a royalty of Eve cents per foot 
for all that should bo quarried. This 
was a satisfactory arrangement for all 
parties, including the quarry company as 
well. They were in arrears with their 
wages to workmen to the extent of i^'i.SOO - 
90, and the government were enabled to and 
did piiy this sum, having the ,")u per foot out 
of wliich to recoup Ihemielvts. lic.l this has 
already imounted to some §1,200. This ar- 
rangement, ct course, put an end to the 
government's guarantee of January 31, 
which was only to guarantee the contractor 
from any claim of the government becaneo 
of daianit of the Haddington company. 
But now the oontraotor had himaelt aa- 
Bumed the position of the Haddington 
laland Quarry Co.— the guarantee waa at 
an end, and was ezpreaaly atated to be bo 
under the following agreement : 

" Memorandum of agreement made and 
entered into this twelfth day of June, A.D. 
1S94, between Frederick Adams, of the city 
ot Victoria, contractor, (horeinaftor called 
cho "Contractor") (f tha lirat purt, and 
tho Honorable l''()rbcH (loorgo Voriinn, 
Chief Commiaaioner of L^nclB and Works 
(hereinafter ciilliul the " Minister ' ) of tho 
second part ; and Alden Wesley Huion, 
Henry liiidgu and Siniucd ( i ray, oi tho third 
part. 

" WherpuB the party of tho lirat part is 
tho contractor for tho orcation of the par- 
liament buildinKB in the sity of Vic .oria and 
tho parties of the third part undnrlook to 
supply to said contractor all tho Hadding- 
ton Island atone to ho uiod in said buildings ; 
and whoroaa tho minister gave an under- 
taking that Iho partiea cf llio thinl part 
should supply all atono to tho contractor 
uooording to tho contract in that behalf; and 
whereas tho parties of tho third part have 
failed in their aaid undertaking and the 
minister under an agrreniont in that behalf 
datoil Isb February, 1894, has entered upon 
the quarry of the partiea of the third part; 
and whereas it haa been agreed that tbo 
contractor ahall himaelf work the quarry 
paying the royalty and observing the ooven- 
anta hereinafter contained and otherwise as 
hereinafter aet out ; 

" Now therefore this indenture witnesaeth 
that it ia mntoally agreed between and 
among the partiea hereto in manner fol- 
lowing, that ia to say : 

" 1. The minister and tho parties of tho 
third part shall render (piiet ponaosaion to 
the Contractor of tho Hnddiiigtoii lolund 
Quarry, being Section Kt, Rupert diatricl, 
and of all onginea, plant and material now 
upon tho aito of the said (juiirry, 

"2. Tho contractor shall work and oper- 
ato said quarry, taking therefrom from time 
to time all atone required in tha ereotion of 
tho said pirliamont buildings. 

*' .'i. Tho contractor shall pay to tho min- 
ister for the U80 of said quarry and plant a 
royalty of five cents ( 053) per cubic foot 
upon all atone eitraotod from said (juarry 
for use in the l)uildinga, and suoh royalty 
shall bo hold by tho miniater for tho use 
and benefit of tho potties of the third part. 

"4. Tho oontraotor shall during tho con- 
tinuation of bia contract have ths use of all 
engines, plant and material now npon the 



Q. You agreed with the government to 
bringdown the stone yonraeU? A. Yea. 

Q. Did tbey instroot yon to do ao? 
A Yea, of oourae. 

Q Nothing was said to yon about the 
extra cost? A. Well, after a time. 

Q. But at the time ? A. Yea, there was 
a certain amount said abont it, but 1 aaid I 
would try and bring ib down. 

<J. There iron no irriting between t/ou awl 
the ijorcnimeiil in regard to that f A. Yf.n. 
Q Where is it! 

It was then (continued Mr. Davie) that 
Mr. Adams produced the false document 
which at pagea 36 and 37 of the evidence ia 
thus set out : 

*' You will proceed witbont delay in 
hrimjinij the atone from tha qoarriea of the 
Haddington leland Stone Company. Bonda 
have been furnished sattafaotory to the C. 
C. of L. and W., and tho government are 
prepared to relieve you from ony extra ooat 
in the price of tho stone, which will be in- 
curred by reason of the failure of the quarry 
company to fulfil their agreement in this re- 
spect." 

In thia, as wonld be noted, tho word 
"ordering" ia altered to "bringing," and 
tho p'araae "which may bo incurred" to 
" which will be Incurred," and tho order ia 
put in ns if given in Juno, whereas ib was 
really given on the 31st of January — five 
months t)eforo. How can anyone then ac- 
count for Adams' evidence as above given, 
which ij consistent only with his being di 
reoted to bring down the atone. 

Mr. Wiixiahs— That cuts no figure at 
all. 

Hon. Mb. DAViBsaid be felt confident 
other hon. gentlemen will consider that it 
cuts a moat important flgnre. It was npon 
thia changed document that the oommlttee 
reported that the oontraotor was ordered to 
bring down the Btone thus : "Measre. A. W'. 
Huaon, Henry Bndge and Samnel Gray, 
the ownsra of the Haddington laland quar- 
ry, having failed to give security to the 
latiifaction of Adatna for the delivery of tho 
atone, In accordance with their agreement, 
tho thoD Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works, tne Hon. F. G. Vernon, by a letter 
dated the 31al day cf January, 1804 {see 
page 37 of evidence), directed the said Con- 
tractor Adama to proceed to bring the stone 
from the Haddington island quarry, under- 
taking thereby to relieve him againib extra 
cost of atono, by rouion of the fail- 
ure of the aaid partiea to deliver atone." 
The fact is, as shown above, nothing of 
the kind. The government merely said, in 
January, in effect that the contractor wonld 
bo (juite safe in going on with the work aa 
the government wonld hold him blame- 
losB in tha case of any failure to bring down 
the stone. Therefore when the quarry 
company failed in Jnne the government 
promptly atepped in and Mr. Adams waa 
only too glad to make the arrangement men- 
tioned. 

Mr. Wii.i.iAJig— Where did you get the 
order witti which you compared that printed 
by the committee ? 

Hon. Mk Davir — I got the original from 
Mr. Spitllehouio this morning, and had u 
notarial copy made of it, which I have here 
(and which be read — certified by A. Camp- 
bell Reddie). 

Mr. Hxluokbn — Who waa responaihle 
for that copy you aay waa given to the oom- 
;nittee. 

Hon. Mk. Datib aaid all he knew was 
that the report of the committee atatea that 
Mr. Adams pub in the doonment which is 
set out in their proceedings ; and upon thie 
incorrect document the oommlttee founded 
their report. He thought they could 'aee 
now that thr^y were entirely milled. The 
claim hn preientpd to them Mr. Adams 
never tliouglit of advancing to tho govern- 
ment, but only brought it forward when 
he found the committee iirocoeding 
in the abaence of any member of 
tho govornmsnt and of tho architect. 
The government held three meotini,'! to in- 
Tealigttto thia buaineaa, at all of whicli Mr. 
Adams waa preiont, but ho never even sug- 
gested anything of tho kind. 

Mr. Hki.mckkn— Waa I preaont at all 
thoie interviews '.' 

Hon. Mf. Davik — No ; only at llio Uat. 

Mr Hei,M(ikem aaid he did not wiah to 
bo misunderelood, for though outaide the 
houao he had been connected profeaaionally 
with the contractor he -vraa quits as anxious 
as any member could be bo have the husness 
sifted to the bottom. That waa the only 
purpose of bia queatlons. 

HoK. Mr. Davie said be acoeptsd tho 
hon. gentleman's aaauranoa to the fulleat ex- 
tent, for ho was sure no one mora than the 
third member for Victoria would diacount- 
onanco anylbingof that kind. 

" The contractor, Adama, olaima he baa 
not been fairly dealt with, and that tbo 
uruhibecb haa aubjeotod him to very harsh 
and unfair treatment, unnecessarily pre- 
venting him from proceeding with the 
work ; ordering extras without, in many 
ctana, fixing priceif, and in other o^ocs al- 
lowing him very inttdf(|ualo pricoa. Thin 
ia denied by the aroliituct, who ovinoea bia 
determination to compel tho contractor to 
live up to tho letter and spirit of the con- 
tract. Tho diaputos thus uxiating between 
tho partiea should, in the opinion of your 
committee, ba arranged and aottlod without 
delay, otherwiae aorioua complicationa may 
arise." 

This Btatomont, Mr. Davie bhonght, 
should never have found Its way into the 
report without being dealt with, a;s it Is 



very unjust tn Mr. Battenbury. He would 
now deal briefly with thia matter of extras, 
which received the apecial attention o£ the 
executive at a meeting held on the lat Da- 
oember, 1894. Mr, Adama then advanced 
no proof of the claims he urged, and the 
meeting was adjourned to give him a 
chance to make them out in the 
proper way, whioh he then did. 
There waa a lot of oorreapondenoe with 
Adams, besides severM meetioga of the ex- 
ecutive, who oame to the conoluaion that 
nearly all the olaima advanced by Adams 
had fallen to tbs ground ; in faob most of 
them were abandoned, though some of these 
he appoara to have brought np again before 
the committee. It ia needless to go into 
particulars of theae olaima, bub be would 
refer tu one, that being reapeoting tho sub- 
stitution of coursed ashlar f or random ashlar 
In the walling. Thia waa shown to have been 
done at Adams' requegij and to ofTsoti a 
oheapening to him. According to ths bills 
of quantities tho work he omitted — that is, 
random ashlar in Koksilah atonu — is 
dearer than the work ho substi- 
tuted, namely, couraed ashlar in Had- 
dington Island stons. No written order was 
given at tho time, bub orders for a whole lot 
given afterwards at one time, and nob dis- 
puted by Adams bub acknowledged to ho 
correob. 

Mr. Wiu.iAii.s— I would like to aak if it 
ia the intention to give Mr. Adama a ohKuce 
to answer. 

Hon Mr. I>atix— Certainly ; before the 

committee. 

Mr WiiJiiiAus — You know very well the 
committee won't meet ; you will prorogue 

tomorrow. 

Mr. Helmokkn — Do you know that Mr. 
Adama is at the quarry now ? 

Hon. Mr Davik said he had heard so ; 
but he did not know when Mr. Adams went. 
He made a claim before the executive 
council with respect to thia matter of tho 
substitution of one kind of stone for tho 
other, but in answer to it Mr. Rattonbury 
produced the written order and (hia 
acknowledgment : 

Victoria, November 29. 1894. 
To F. jV. Hnllenhury, ICng., Architect: 

Dear Sir : — In answer to yours of tho 
2G:h inst., I find it impossible for me to lot 
you have a statement of day's works, as njy 
clerk has been away from the oilica sick ; 
so I hope you will let this matter lay over 
until next month. 

Tho ten orders I received from you on the 
26th inst. are alright. 

The above orders aro numbered 20, 21, 
22, 2S, 24, 25, 26 , 27, 28, 30. 

FuKOKRicK Adams. 
When Mr. Adams saw that letter he said, 
" Well, I didn't mean that tho orders were 
all right ; I meant that I rocoivod them all 
right." (Laughter.) This kind of equivo- 
oalion will bo (lulte oaaily rooognis'.dd aa 
subterfuge. Or.e by one hia claims wore 
disallowed, though tho government; had 
gone into the matter with tho full deter- 
mination to make allowancea if they juatly 
oonld, ihongh at the aame time deairona of 
upholding the architeot if they found him 
right. (The arobitecb haa done hia work 
honestly and well, and the government ean- 
not do otberwiae than uphold him. He bad 
intended earlier in bis remarks to refer to 
the careful manner in which the arrange- 
menta for these oontraota were made, in the 
beat intereata of the province, to keep them 
from going to outaide persona. All the con- 
tractors who have seen them have spoken in 
praise of the specifications, whioh wore such 
that tho tenderers could moat easily 
figure up tho cost of tho work. 
The usual way in this country of obtaiuing 
tenders is to merely allow contraotora access 
to tho plans and to provido tbem with a 
specification which describes the several 
materials. Tho contractors have to form 
tho best idea they cin from them, in tho 
necessarily short tlmo at their disposal, of 
the amount of material and labor rcquieito. 
This |g always moro or loaa imperfect, and 
80, to proteob themselves, the contractors 
must add on a further sum for contingencies 
which they may nob have calculated upon. 
Tho correctness of this sum represents to 
the contractor either hia gain or hia loaa. 
The essence of thia method ia that ib is to a 
great extent guess work. Iliere Ib another 
objection to thia method of obtaining a ten- 
der and that is, that a tender is merely a 
lump sum and gives no idea of the cost of 
the various parts of the atruotura, ao that 
in case of alterations from the original plan, 
either for additions or deductions, ib is im- 
posaible to get an exact value of auoh work, 
and ao a way is opened for endless disputes 
and tho litigation whioh so frequently fol- 
lows. Tho tenders also aro almost in- 
variably for all ivork included in every 
trade tocomplnto tho bulldinginono oonlraot. 
Knowing all thia tho Landa and \\ orka de- 
partment endeavored to overcome all these 
objections. t.>uantitic8 were prepared, 
which indical(^d exactly tho minuteat 
amounts of every description of material and 
labor rt(|uisite to complete tho building. 
Each item was priced out in detail and in 
making alterations they havo simply to omit 
or add to thoso individual items, ab the 
prices indicated in the margin. All uncor 
tainty ia thus avoided, and an abaolutc way 
of Bottling all disputes in reapoct to ultera- 
tior.B is provided, whilst the exact coat of 
such altoratioiiB ia known. 

In order to give tho contraotora of this 
Province tho best possiblo opportunity of 
being euuoeaeful in obtaining the work it 
was necessary to bring the amounts of tho 
contracts within their aoope. In two im- 
portant ways thia waa effected s Firstly, 
by snhdividiog the oontraotB into tho sev- 
eral trades, that each trade could bo con- 
tracted for separately without tho interven- 
tion of a middleman in tho shape c f u general 
contractor ; and secondly, by having per- 
fectly distinct ijuanlitios and plana for each 
of the three wmga of the building, ao that 
each of those winjia could if noooa- 
sary bo let as a aoparato contract. 
Tho amount of additional work necoaaary to 
accomplish theae objects waa very great and 
was undertaken aimply to clfect tho alinvo 
enda. Tlio plan waa completely aucui'oaful 
in obtaining deairablo tondore ; boil tho 
work been contracted for solely in one large 
contract for tho whole work, tho American 
tendera would havo been much lower than 
any Provincial or Canadian tender, and ao 
the whole work might havo been in danger 
of going outside the province. But by the 
precaution adopted of obtaining tondcrs 
for each trade, a lower oslimato was ob- 
tained from oomhined provincial estimates, 
and tho entire contract was kept within the 
province. Before concluding ho wiahod 
to say a few words abont another 
paragraph in tho report of the committee : 
" Mr. Drake has done extras to tho 
amount of about $4,000." Thia amount, he 
stated, ia incorrect, and while there ia uo 
proof of such extras, and can be none until 
tho work under this oontraot is meaaured, aa 
nearly as can be at preaont ascertained un- 
der $1,000 will cover any additional work 
oxooutod under this oontraot, (The report, 
hs thought he had ooncluiively shown, is 
based upon evidence not oross-examined up- 
on, and is inoorroob in many eaaential par- 
ticulars. He would not aay how the mistakes 
had occurred. Poaaibly Mr. Adama himself 
had boon deceived by the false copy of the 
order produced to tho committee, for tho 
strange ooinoldenco occurred that while it ia 
now admitted to bo false tho sworn ovidenco 
given by the contractor bears out tho mis- 
take in a way whioh seems very hard to ex- 



plain if the error waB thab of the 
stenographer in oopyiog the docu- 
ment. If tha committee had only 
gone a little further no doubt they 
wonld have come to a very different oondn- 
bIco. If there were any merobeni of the 
house yet unconvinced of the nature of the 
report, he felt that when they perused the 
dooumente ho had presented, and had a re- 
port upon them, they would agree that he 
was quite jnatified in moving as he now did 
that the report ba referred back for further 
conaideratlon. 

Cait InviNi! oomplained that some of 
bhe contractors upon whose bonds he had 
gone should be compelled to keep tu their 
contracts when othera aro nob. He thought 
it a ahame that those buildings havo not 
been put up by Britiah Columbiana. 

Mr. Williams as chalrnion of the oom- 
mlttee wished to apply to some of the ro- 
marka cf tho Attorney General. He denied 
that ths report ia a reflection upon tho 
arobitecb, at whose instance ho believed tho 
Attorney-General has taken this matter up. 
It: waa aimply on the architect's account 
that he (Mr. Williami) did nob want the 
evidence printed. He complained that the 
Attornay-Genoral had based his remarks 
upon documents and evidence whioh the 
members cf tho house had nob had 
the opportunity to read, And if the 
committee oame to a wrong conclusion he 
held that the government themiolvea were 
to blame. Ho stated that tho document do- 
aoribed as a forgery is only a copy of the 
original whloh waa produced before ths 
oommittoo and thab the mistake waa made 
in copying it into evidenoo, but admitted 
that ho had uaed this incorrect copy instead 
of the original when he drew up the report 
of the committee. Ho claimed that as by 
the agreement of the 12ih of Juno Mr. 
Adams only released the government 
from olaima for damages anterior 
to thab date, if he sustaina any 
uf ter that the government will have to bear 
ib. While he had followed the inoorreot 
copy in drawing up the report, be denied 
that the mistake bad infloenoed the report 
in any way. He argued to show that the 
report is really an exoneration of the arohi- 
toct, He admitted that the report did not 
state tho security quite fairly, in omitting 
tho fact that the government have the 
marked chetjuo for ^7,600 sent in with the 
bender. Ho thought ib queationable whether 
or not the govornmenb have a Urn on 
the plant superior to tho mortgage 
of tho Bank of British Columbia, and 
thab in a conaeab between tho two 
" tho Bank ia going to get there every time. " 
Ho also thought that the government aro 
liable on the contract with the Koksilah 
stone company. He had no objection to re- 
ferring tho matter back to the committee, 
bub he did object to the Attorney-General 
having bsen allowed to make bia statement 
of tho fao:a so that they may bo presented 
to tho country. He felt sure, however, that 
tho proaonoe of tho Attorney-General and 
tho cross (juestioning of tho witnesses would 
not havo the slightest effect upon the report 
of the committee. 

Hon. Mr Davie— It is not much use to 
have you on tho ocmmittoe, (Laughter ) 

Major Mutter did not see what good re- 
ferring tbU matter to committee would ao- 
oompllsh as he considered it has been made 
a political affair all through by the opposi- 
tion who simply want to fasten some charge 
upon tho government which they will not 
directly prefer. 

Mb Bryden thought that a great deal of 
thia troubie has been occasioned by Mr. 
Kabtenhnry, who aeema to have influenced 
tho government to take np the queation. 
When that gentleman haa been a little 
longer in Ihe country he will probably nob 
be so thin skinned. He did not think ib 
fair to aay thab the matter has been treatad 
as a politioai queation. 

Mr Booth, another member of the com- 
mittee, agreed that they had not noted from 
any political motive, but held that the cova- 
nrittee certainly were miaied. They were 
distinctly told by the contractor that the 
change froaa Koksilah stono to Haddington 
Island stone was made by direction of tho 
architect, who, to use Mr. Adams' own 
words, " had him liko a rat in a trap and 
compelled him to write thoao leblera." 
He thought this was clearly dis- 
proved by the evidence presented 
to the house to-day, and that tho inference 
in tho report that tho government aro ro- 
spooaiblo ia altogether wrong. From the 
oontraotor'a evidence it ia also to be inferred 
thab ho ia entitled to datnagea for delay at 
the quarries, which now does not appear to 
bo the fact. He could not accept as satis- 
faotory tho statement of tho chairman that 
a true document was presented to the com- 
mittee, but that their report waa based on 
an incorrect copy. 

Mk Sbulin wiabed to know if the house 
would remain in aeaaion long enough to al- 
low the committee to report. 

Hon. Mk. Davik said ib would be next 
Monday or Tuesday, he expected, before the 
house could be ready for prorogation. Ho 
thought it would bo rather better to refjr 
tho m'ottor to a royal commission than to 
keep the houao waiting, seeing that Mr. 
Adams ia out of tho uity. If tho matter 
had been taken up two days ago, as ho had 
propoaed, tbo incjuiry would have been well 
under way by now. 

Mu Sr.iiLi.%' lhouL;ht a comniittoe should 
investigate tho very serious charges involved 
in tho Attorney-Goaeral's statements. 

Hon. Mr. Martin aaid he wiabed to aay 
a few worda while thia matter was under 
diecusaion reapeoting tho attacks made upon 
him in the Times newapaper. Hs wished 
to point out to the honae that all theae con- 
tracts were let before be took ofiBoo. and to 
state that since that time be has done his 
beet to have them carried to completion at 
the least posaihle exponae to the province. 
He road from tho paper referred to the 
allegation that, " If the Chief Commissioner 
hiiu been ohuulered the slander ia in the oom- 
initleo'a report," and pointed out that there 
la nothing whatever in tbo report reflecting 
upon him, and that tho chairman has volun- 
tarily exonerated him in every shape 
and forni. Keapecting the further charge 
that lio had favored tho government 
ollijial found to bo interested in the con- 
tract becauae bo waa his friend, ho wished 
to state that they had indeed boon friundu 
since they were boys forty yeara ago, bub 
that ib is ubsolutoly falso to say that on that 
account he had attempted to sholter that 
party in any way. Tho article in (juestion 
ho considered not only untruthlul but 
grossly insulting, ond not warranted by any 
act of hia during tho thirteen years ho has 
been a niCHihor of tho house. Ho cunaidered 
the writer f,f the articlo, who called liiiiiaelf 
"Taxpayer," hub was afraid to sign hia 
name, lo be nothing bub a contemptible 
coward. 

Mr Helmokek congratulated the At- 
torney-General npon the mildness of tho 
manner in wblob he had laid the 
facts in his potaestion before tho 
house, for he conaidared that it is deplor- 
able for unoeoessary heat to be shown in 
any debate. He had expected something 
more beoanse of the words used by that hon. 
gentleman the other day, when ho referred 
to false awcaring and other serious matters, 
and in view of those worda ho had wished 
to see tho matter sifted to the very bottom. 
Ho thought, however, that the Attornoy- 
Gonoral has nob brought homo those charges. 
He did nob think a royal oommisaion would 
be a satisfaotory way of dealing with the 



matter. Neither did he wiah to attaok bhe 
government). / He oonld add bia teatimony 
to that of Mr. Williams that the Chief Com- 
missioner has done bia duty, and that tho 
attaok made upon him is in every way un- 
warrantable. Hs admitted (hat bhe archi- 
teob has produced a very creditable block of 
buildings, hut he thought Mr. Ratteubury 
ia to blame in nob having carried out the 
spirit as well as the letter of the contract — 
for instance in the matter of the ohaEgos, 
which were to have been oedored in writing, 
but came in as shown in a botch instead of 
aingly as they were given. Ho did not see 
any use in tho motion, especially aa the con- 
tractor, who ib ia noceasary should bo pres- 
ent when the oommlbtee takes evidence, ia 
out of town. 

Hon. Col. Baiter oonaidsrod thab what 
had been stabed made ib clearly evident thab 
the matter ought not to be referred either to 
tho committee or to a royal oommisaion, as 
tho misleading report plainly appears to 
have boon occasioned by a mistake in copy- 
ing a document put in as evidence. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said ib seamed to him to 
have been impossible thab the real document 
could havo been bef jre the commibteo as 
atated, because the evidence of Mr. Adama 
is directly in oonfl cb with any such supposi- 
tion, aa lb is baaed upon the very mistake 
which it it la now alleged the atonographer 
made in copying Ib, Ho reminded the 
houae that while tho aenior member for 
Vancouver positively atatea to-day that the 
original document was placed before the 
committee, ths other day whan the matter 
waa first mentioned he said that to the beat 
of his ricolleotion it was a oopy they had 
brf >ra them. 

Dr. Walkku failed to see why the 
architect should be blamed in the leait, as 
he appears to have done his bast to peiform 
hia whole duty. 

Mr. Huntkr believed that thia la alto- 
gether too frivoloua a matter to occupy tho 
attention of the houae, though he did not 
blame the Attorney General, who believing 
it to ho hia doty to bring thia matter bo- 
fore tho houae proceeded to do his duty as 
he always does. He thought that hon. 
gentleman had octod on incorrect informa- 
tion given to him by other parties. loas- 
much 03 on tho 12th of June the government 
was relieved of all responaibility, and this 
letter in question waa written on the 31sb of 
January, it does nob make any difforenoe 
whether it was correct or incorreci;, ao far 
ai the public interests aro concerned. Tho 
public will be sutTiciontly in possesaion of 
the facts, if they are published in tho im- 
partial manner in which they were given to 
the house to-day. It would he aimply fool- 
ish to keep the session going for ten days 
longer to get a further report on this 
matter.

INTERNATIONAL AUBITKA.TION, 

(Seattle rost-Intelllgoncor.) 

The movemenu in fitvor of the no^jotiation 
of a great general treaty to wbioh the United 
States and all the largo European govern- 
menta shall be parlies, having for its pur- 
pose the Bottleoaont by arbitratioD of dis- 
putes that may ariso between the bignatory 
powers, has taken form in the senate. 
Senator Sherman has introdnoed a resolution 
anthorlziDg the President to move in the 
matter which, when it shall be reported 
back from the committee on foreign re- 
lations, will donbtlesa elicit much discuaalon 
and diaolose decided oppsaitiou. 

The piitont f ot ia that each an agreement 
would placa thia governmant at tho mercy 
of tho gDvernmenla of Europe In matters 
wherein our safety lies in abaoluto indepond 
enoo of foreign intervention cr dictation. As 
an illuatratioti the Monroe doctrine ia cited. 
[Eiiore la not a European power which 
would consent to our insiatenco on 
the doctrine, and wore It to be urged 
in any ciao of foreign interference with 
governmonta on the Western Hemi 
aphore, the Europeans being largely in 
the majority would rulo it out of consid- 
eration. Mo Kuropaan Government 
has over conceded our pretensions under the 
Monroe dostrine and it has been maintained 
solely beoiuse ( f our preenmod or assumed 
ability to enforce it. 

Other objeotions are noted, such as might 
arise were Canada to beoome desirous of an- 
nexation, and essaypd to cut ofif her al- 
legiance to Great Britain. Under snoh 
an agreement the United States 
would be compelled to be but a 
pasaivo spectator, uud even though the 
people of Canada unanimously declared in 
favor of entering into the Uolon this govern 
ment could not permit it or even recognize' 
the Independence of tho Dominion without 
consent of a mujirity tl tho signers of the 
treaty, which, ol oourso, would not bo given 
to reTohl'i(i!;;Hie against the uutliority of one 
of themstlvi 3. 

Tho right of e.tpatriai ion f.nd naturalizi 
tion has been s: rn. u-uiBly inBiotcd upon by 
the United .Stutea and us a. ubbornly 
contested by tho nionarchien of ICurnpo 
Should a (|uc8tion— which under exi.ttin^; 
conditions this government ineista upon iia 
right and power to dtcide — ii.volviiig the 
liberty of an American citizon by natural- 
i/.-ition, be submitted to a tribunal of 
half a dozen governmeDta whoso inloreota 
and policy lay In opposition to our claim, 
tho protection now acc:)rded to tliat class 
of our citizens would bo withdrawn 
The European treaty parties would not 
abandon their theories and poiioies to 
gratify or serve onr claims and interestp. 

It will be well to panoe before entering 
into obliga'^ions that will bind the United 
States to follow or abide by a polioy or de- 
cision maf ped ont or formulated by Europe. 
Bnt there is an alliance which from every 
point of view must be mutually advantace- 
0U8 and from the staiulpoiot of Aniorican 
citizenship bo honorul. lo, sefo and credit- 
able. Tho United Statia should ontor into 
a leaguo wltii the governmonta of the 
Western htuiiephcro. As tho most 
powerful, nioBl iiopulous and liesl ccjuipped 
thia gnvernrneiU would take tho leadorahip 
of a ualin)ial combine, pregnane with possi- 
bilitioa of mutual bonofit and progrcn'!, iioi 
to be acquired by union wi'h I ho dovolopcd 
and fixed methods of the Obi World. This 
waa the star of IJIaino's ambition; the 
l-oaoon lighting tho stormy ways, ( t hiu 
public career. It waa tho profound con- 
olnsion of a statesman, the vision of an in- 
tellectual seer. 



THE U. 8. LOAN. 

Uonse of Representatives Throw Oat tho

WASillNfiTON, Feb, M.— Tlio House by 
J'il ycaa to 1G5 uaya refuoed to order tho 
Wilson joint reuolution authorizing tho is- 
Buo of sixty-fivn njlHion three per cent, gold 
bonds to a third reading. This disposes of 
the measure adversely.

Afler Kcccss. 
Mil. Sweun moved : " WhorGaa tho 
Btattmont haa b-jen rnudo in this house that 
iu the suit of Kocddo v. Newa-Advertlacr 
Co. (Limited), Mr. .Justioa Creaeo appoint- 
ed a utenographer of the court, named Bur- 
ton, as reueiver of tho businesa of tho bind- 
ery altu-cliod to tho News- Advertiser ollice, 
without, riMiuirlng from him any bonria for 
tho proper performance of hia duties as re- 
ceiver ; and whereas it hau been stated in 
thia houao that aaid Burton abaoonded with- 
out rendering any account of bis intromls- 
aiona with tho fuuda of such bindery : Be it 
reaolvid that a respectful address bo pre- 
sented to Blia Honor tho Lieutenant-Govern- 
or, praying him to iiquiro into the oorroot- 
ne«8 of such Btutcmenia, and ahould ho find 
these stateniPnta confirmed, to call tho at- 
tention of His Ezoellenoy the Governor- 
General of the Dominion to the facta, as sot 
tortb in the preamble to this resolution, 
and pray him to obtain from Mr. J nstice 
CroBse an explanation of bis action in this 
matter." The mover held that it was very 
bard for the parties inteireated to loae 
money through Buroon'a abaoonding, and 
while he was not prepared to say that this 
loss arose through any fault of the govern- 
ment, he urged that the house should tako 
action to bring home the blame to tho party 
or partiea rcapmBible. 

Ho.v. Mii. Uavie said that he considered 
the motion a moai improper one aa it con- 
tained an urjuat rtU.'Ution upon tho K'arued 
judEO In a matter in which hu felt oocfideut 
Lhat hla nctioji was not open to oonsuro or 
even adverse criticism. Hu had taken some 
paica 10 ii (juire into tho laota of the case in 
(|nesi ion, and had found that on February 
■Jl, 18'J-l, in iho case of Rneddo v. tho Nows- 
Adverliter, both sidca being ropruucntcd by 
lunael, Hon. Mr. -Ju.stice Cri uau gikvo judi;- 
mt-nt directing iho appointment of a recivcr. 
It waa pcjfectly immaterial to tho judge 
whom tho receiver should bo, whether a 
regular rilicer of the court or a stranger. It 
wa.i Icfc to couDiel and Mr. Burton Wis ap- 
pointed, nuch appointment not being ob- 
jected to by either side. He therefore urged 
the withdrawal of the motion, which should 
never havo been ofTered to the house. 

Mil Cotton denied thot tho appointment 
(f Burton had b.-en made without objootion 
by either of the parties concerned. Mo had 
never considered the appoiotmcnt a desir- 
able one, but the learned judge had hold 
that Burton waa a fit and proper person for 
the reoeivpithip. 

Hon. Mb Pooley expressed bis regret as 
well as his surprise that such a resolution 
should have been brought forward, reflsot- 
iag as it did severely upon one of the judges 
of the 8npreme court. Ho had a distinct 
remembrance that the appointment of Mr. 
Barton as receiver had not been objected to 
by counsel on either side and no blame 
could possibly attach to the learned judge 
for Ilia action In the premisoB. The motion 
waa a discredit to tho house and should bo 
wit hdrawn 
Tho resolution was lost on division. 

THE ALASKA BOnNDARY. 

Dr. Walkem asked : " What stopa if 
any have beon taken by the provincial gov 
ernment towards having our rights rocog 
nizod or represented in the delimitation of 

the Alaeka-Britiah Columbia boundary 
lino ? " 

llos. Mil Davik replied reviewing tho 
stppa taken since '1877 and concluding : 
" Subsciiuently the government of the Do 
minion of Canada, acting oocjdntly with 
th • government of tho UoitoU States, ap 
p)inttd commlEsionera for tho purpose of aa- 
c rtainiog the phyaioal and other data 
njceaaaty in ftnally determining the bound- 
ary between Alaska and Canada, and the 
authority of tho province of British Colum- 
bia extending no farther than to tho ropro- 
irntitlona and reoommendatlona referred to 
ii tn" foregoing, and tho government hav- 
ing fully expresied their view, no further 
-iction tin its part was taken, the fiaal sot- 
t'ement of the matter, except by consent, 
rilatiog exclusively to the jurisdiction of 
the main parties to the dispute." 

THE I'ARLIAMENT ^IDILDINCiS INQUIRY. 

Mr. Williams asked what aasuraaco the 
parliament buildings committee of inquiry, 
of which he la chairman, have that they 
would be permitted to oomploto their in- 
veatigaliona before tho cloao of tho session, 
rho committee are moat acxioua to proceed 
with their inquiry, but do not want to have 
their work lust by the rising of the house 
before the completion of their labors. 

Hon. Mb Davie replied that he did not 
know what course the committee would 
pursue, while he hoped that they would 
i /ave nothing undone in the matter left in 
dieir hunda for investigation. The house 
would certainly not be prorogued while 
there waa any business to bo done, but at 
the same time ho thought it would be foolish 
to keep the house In session simply for tho 
purpofio of receiving tho report of this com- 
tnitieo. lie Buggeoted thai tho ln(|uiry pro- 
c 'Oil after tho oloBO of tho seaeioo, tho 
commilleo being inveaied with thi> 
piwers of a royal comiiiis.sion. Of 
uirBP, lii.-ing menibors of tho house, the 
-niui iBBioncra could not reci.-ive payriiout for 
t ieir eervicea in tho usual mauuor. lie- 
nuaieratina miglit, however, bo voted at tho 
nexc scsuion of thu legislature, a rider being 
added legali/.ing the receiving of such com- 
ponsation by tho commissioners through 
inoniberH of tho house. 

The discu.H.siou wus continued by Mr. Cot- 
ton and Uon Col. Biker, and woa then de- 
clared out of order by Mr. Speaker and 
came to an end. 

Report on the Sunday observance bill waa 
adopted. 

(iA.MH I'KOTKC'TION. 

Mu. Swoitl) introduood an amendment to 
add as a now aeotlon : "In unsettled dis- 
triota no person, other than a person domi- 
ciled in the province or holder of a llcenee 
under aeotlon 20 of this act, shall trap or 
kill bear or beaver with a view to market- 
ing their pelts." It waa explained that this 
clause had for ita object the protection of 
the resident Indians of Caeaiar from the in- 
vasion of thoir trapping grounds upon which 
they were wholly dependent for the meaiiH 
of exiatcnco, by tho migratory Indiana cf 
Alanka. 

The amendment passed, and the report 
waj adopted. 

TUK HOMESTEAD DILL. 

Dr. Walkem in moving the second read- 
ing of the homoetoada act amendment bill, 
explained that owing to defects in tho exist- 
ing Icgialation the privilegea provided had 
of late been greatly abused. Tho bill intro- 
duced was intended to more Ciirt fully do- 
lino the intention of the exoiiiptir:no, 

Mi(. S.MiTii opposed tho prinoiplo uf tho 
mcasuro 

Mu l';iii-:iiT.s hold that with euoh amond- 
inonta aa might easily be made in committee, 
the bill would bo u cousidorable improve- 
ment upon tho cxiatiug act. 

Hon. Mb. Poolby was not of this opin- 
ion, and opposed the bill aa entirely unne- 
oessary. 
. Bill read a second time. 

LANDLORD AND TENANT. 

Mb. Helmckek in moving tho Bccond 
reading of thia bill (No. 50) explained bow 
under the existing legislation the landlord'a 



proferonoa upon the property of the tenant is 
fr(<iuintly taken advantugn of to tho crowd 
ing out of other oreditura. It woa proposed aa 
a rem; dy thai tho landlord'a prefereDce 
should only cover throo months' rent. The 
legislation proposed hud for ita objoot the 
regulation, not t ho abrogation, of tho land 
lord's preferential righta. 

Hon Mr Davik apposed tho second road 
iug uf the (dl! and pronounced io an unne- 
coesaiy and uodo«irablo innovation, which 
would never have beon thought of had or 
dinary CLuditiouo prevailed. There was oo 
similar meaBure iu tfbjot olsowhero that ho 
bad knowledge of, and this bill wae a diroot 
outcome of tho hard times. Tenants ao well 
aa those who were not tenanta found it bard 
to meet their obligations just at present, 
and landlords woro diaposod to show all 
poseiblo lonioncy. Should thia bill pass tho 
effect would be to make the times a good 
deal harder, for it practically proposed to 
compel the landlord to turn tho tenant out 
of doors if bo could not pay hia rent 
promptly. It would do no ono any good. If 
tho landlord could nob get his money, neither 
could tho outside creditor, and no ono would 
benefit through tho horah treatment of the 
unfortunate tenant. If euoh leglalation had 
beon desirable it wculd doubtless have been 
tried at least elsewhere. 

Mr Williams hoped that the bill would 
be withdrawn. He certainly could not sup 
port it. The propoaition waa to compel the 
landlord to oolleot hia rente every three 
montha ; the legialation Bought seemed to 
him prejudicial to all parties concerned and 
productive of no possible benefit. 

Tho fcuonil reading waa lost on a 
division. 

TI;A.MWAY COMI'ANIES I.SCOKI'OUATIO.N niLL. 

Tho second roadiog of this bill was moved 
by Mr. Kellle, opposed by Mr. Cotton, and 
warmly advocated by Hon. Mr. Davie, 
Hon. Col. linker and Mr, Hmith. Bill read 
a second lirno and committed, with Mr. Mo- 
I'hetson in tlie chair, in committee, Mr. 
Smith moved lo make tho provisions cf tho 
bill apply not alono to West Kootenay but 
to East and West Kootenay, Yale, Lll- 
looot and Cariboo. The amendment carried, 
and the committee soon after rose, report- 
ing the bill complete with amendments. 

The house adjourned at 12:30 a.m.

Formal OpenioK of the Sessian— 
Speech From the Throne— Pro- 
posed Legrialatlon. 



C,P.R. Freight Charges -Foaition of tho 
GloTernmeiit on the School 
Qaestion. 



WiNNii'Eii, Feb. 14. — Tho third oossion of 
the eighth legislature waa opened to-day. 
Mr. FinUy M. Voung was olected Speaker. 
Tho speech from the throne contained the 
following clauses : 

You will be gratified to learn that 
through the efforts of my government a sub- 
etantial increase In tho provincial subsidy 
baa been obtained from tho Dominion au- 
thorities, Aa this question hue been in con- 
trovpray for some tiino it ia extremely 
satiafactory that tho contention of the 
province has been praotioally conceded. 

By the judgment of the judicial commit- 
tco of the Privy Council recently pro- 
nounced on an appeal from the Supreme 
Court of (^nada, it boa bean held that an 
appeal lies to the Governor-General-in-Coun- 
oU on behalf of tho minority of this pro- 
vince, inasmuch as certain righta or privi- 
leges given by prior provincial legialation to 
the minority in educational matters had 
been affected by the public aoboola 
aot of 1890, and that there- 
fore tho Governor Goneral-ln-Council has 
povvertomake remedial orders in respect 
thereto. Whether or not a demand will be 
made by tho Federal government that tho 
act t hall be modified is not yot known to my 
government ; but it la not tho intention of 
my government to recede from Its deter- 
mination to uphold the present ochool ays- 
tom, which if left to ita own operation 
would in all probability soon bocomo unl- 
voraal throughout tho province. 

Tho oommisaioners uppclnteJ by tho Do- 
minion governmont, under authority of tho 
llouao of Comnious, to inveatlgato tho ox- 
oeaaivo freight charges by tho Canadian Pa- 
cific railway company havo hold numerous 
sittings. Aly government haa asaumod tho 
duty of placing the ovidence upon the sub- 
ject in the fullest detail before the commis- 
sioners. The papers in connection there- 
with will be shortly placed before yon. 

You will be asked to oonaider an aot ro- 
spocting the Court of Qaeen'a Bwcb, tho 
object of which is a aimplification of legal 
prooednre. Yon will also be asked to con- 
sider an aot to amend and consolidate tho 
acts rofpoctlng foreign corporations, an act 
to amend the act respecting life insurance, 
an act respecting special eurveys, and an act 
to ameud tho succession duty act and other 
mea.Hur.^8, 

Im|uiriea have been miido into tho syatom 
of dairy iuatruotion followed in the provincu 
(.f Ontario and an estimate will bo asked to 
provide f.ir the cost of similar instruction on 
a leaa expensive scale In this province. 

In accordance wi h tho views sot forth in 
a ri aolulion of iho legislative assembly it 
han boon doterriiined by tho department of 
educ.ktion to introduce a carefully prepared 
courBu of agriculture in tho public echoola, 
and during tlui past year a considerable 
amount of preparatory work has been ao- 
oomplinbi'd. 

Mr. Diokicn, mombor for Linadown, ten- 
dered his reaigiialion «a u mombor of tho 
legislature, owing to liaanoial difiiaultiea.
